The Court has considered the Motion, the Declaration of Jay Evensen in Support of Motion for 
Temporary Restraining Order, the Declaration of Gregory Myers in Support of Motion for 
Temporary Restraining Order, the Declaration of Doug Wolfe in Support of Motion for 
Temporary Restraining Order, and the Declaration of Eric Lee Christensen in Support of Motion 
for Temporary Restraining Order, and the exhibits attached thereto. Defendants’ opposition, if 
any, and the arguments of counsel for the parties. 
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DEFINITION OF INJURY 


Based on the foregoing materials, the Court concludes that Plaintiffs Landis+Gyr 
Technology, Inc., Sensus USA, Inc., and Trilliant Networks, Inc. (collectively “Plaintiffs”) will 
be substantially injured if unredacted copies of documents identified by Defendant City of 
Seattle as responsive to the Public Records Act request of Defendant Phil Mocek are released by 
the City. 

NOTICE 

Plaintiffs provided Defendants with notice via electronic mail of their intention to seek 
this order on May 23, 2016. 

AMOUNT OF SECURITY 

Plaintiff shall immediately post security in the amount of $ , by providing 

Defendants with a bond for that amount, or by depositing that amount with the Court registry. 

TEMPORARY RESTRAINING ORDER AND ORDER TO SHOW CAUSE 

The Court, being fully advised, it is hereby ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED 
as follows: 

1. Plaintiff’s Motion is GRANTED. 

2. Defendants City of Seattle and Seattle City Light and their principals, directors, 
officers, and/or agents shall be restrained from releasing unredacted copies of documents 
identified by the City as responsive to the Public Records Act request of Defendant Phil Mocek 
to Mocek, Defendant MuckRock.com, or to Defendant Michael Morisy (jointly, “Defendants”). 
Defedants shall be restrained from obtaining Plaintiffs’ trade secret, proprietary, and network 
security, and individually-identifiable private information through any means and from 
disseminating that information to any person or entity. 

3. Defendants Phil Mocek, MuckRock.com, and Michael Morisy shall be required to 
remove the documents identified in Plaintiff Landis+Gyr’ s letter of May 16, 2016, from their 
website, and shall be prohibited from sharing those documents or any information contained 
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1 therein with any individual or entity, and shall be prohibited from posting the documents on any 

2 website or sharing them in any other forum. 

3 3. Defendants shall appear on Friday, June 3, 2016 at 11:15 am at the King County 

4 Superior Court before the Honorable Judge Laura Inveen and show cause why the Court should 

5 not issue injunctive relief in the form outlined above during the pendency of this action. This 

6 Order will expire at the conclusion of the show cause hearing before Judge Benton.
